i. he Commmist forces have established their major supply center for the 
western Korea front at Zydmip'c (12537, 38-45} which is on the east bank 


of the Taedong River. Permanent aumunition dumps have been established here, 


This ammunition dump is about © kilometers north. of Kyomip'o. The ground is 
comparatively level, and the dump consists of eight mound-like structures.

3. The eight concrete structures forming this dump are each about 50 meters long, 
30 meters wide and 15 meters tigh. They are partially underground; 10 meters 
being below the surface and 5 metore above the surface. A door is on each side - 
of the structures. Thene ebructures are currounded with a wire fence, and. 
trenches 5 meters deep and 5 meters wide have been dug outeide the fence. One 
company of troops is garrisoned at; this dump for its protection. A road has 
been constructed from this dump to the railway station and to the wharf at 
Kyomip'o.
